Q. What is the Green Room? A, This is the 
name given to the room behind the stage in which 
the players gather before and after the perfor- 
mance to chat or entertain their friends, It 
seems likely the Green Room was so called be~ 
cause it was hung or painted in green, It was 
also known as the Scene Room, where scenery 
was stored, and some authorities feel that 
‘green’ was a corruption of ‘scene.’ The pleasant 
custom of gathering in the Green Room is unfor- 
tunately being replaced by having visitors go to 
the actors’ dressing rooms, At the Cape Play-= 
house, however, the Green Room custom is still 
carried on. 


Q. What is the proscenium? A, It is the per-= 
manent, Or semi permanent, wall dividing, in 
the modern theatre, the auditorium from the 
stage. The opening in this wall frames the stage 
picture and has the curtain hanging in it. The 
Cape Playhouse is a proscenium type theatre = 
as Opposed to the arena type theatre or theatre- 
inethe round,
